HALT I MORE. Aug. 43.— fA P F — 
Ri' hard Reese Whittemore, leader 
of the bandit gang which set itself 
a goal of $1,000,000 loot, died on 
* the gallows shortly after midnight 
this morning in the 
penitentiary 
where he slew a guard in escaping 
a year and a half ago 
, 
The end came quickly for the 
youthful criminal, who led his fol 
lowers to robbery of nearly $1,000,- 
000. 
At midnight he said: *‘I wish 
to say goodbye, the beat I coukl 
wish anybody. 
At 12:08 eastern standard time 
his body plunged through th© gal­ 
lows trap of the Maryland pen 
itentiary. 
At 12:10, 14 minutes 
later, he was pronounced dead. Less 
than 20 minutes had «lapsed after 
he stepped on th© scaffold platform 
at 12:06, when his body, in its cas 
ket, was wheeled out of the death 
chamber, 
It was claimed by rela 
tives for funeral services at the 
home of his father, Rawlings Whit­ 
temore. 
The elder W hittemore and Mrs 
Whittemore, the slayer’s wife, bade 
him farewell several hours before 
the execution, departed from hiui 
by a heavy iron screen which en 
cased the death coll. 
Mrs. W hitte­ 
more was weeping hysterically as 
she left the prison for the last 
time, but Whittemore appeared un­ 
shaken and remained so un 
end. 
The youthful gaitgster, 
aftei 
shaking hands with the prisoners 
in the death cell corridor, drop 
pod his last cigarette from his 
lips and walked Steadily through 
the small door leading to the ex­ 
ecution platform, 18 feet above the 
floor of the oblong deatji cham 
ber.
